tcxUy.  Botfi  the  Senate  and  the  House  opened  with  echoes  of  Grand 
Trunk  difficulties.  In  the  Upper  House,  Senator  Casgrain  gave 
notice  that  on  Thursday  he  would  call  attention  to  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway;  in  the  Lower  Ifotise,  the  Prime  Minister  referred  to  the 
methods  of  the  Cirand  Trunk  in  preparing  for  the  arbitration  pro- 
ceedings. The  Government  felt  tlwt  there  should  not  be  any  further 
extension  of  the  time  within  which  the  arbitration  is  to  be  made, 
"tinlcss  the  time  contemplated  hy  the  original  agreement  for  the 
transfer  of  control  should  he  adhered  to."

"Pmcinc  RalaUona"  wa«  tbo  anbjeet 
upon  which  tho  Conaul  Spoko  with 
clarity,  with  jhumor  and  with  CaolinK- 
Mora  tlian  once  he  brought  applauM 
throusrh  a  clever  ulap  at  Western 
niethodak  and  a  prolonged  ovation  at 
I  lie  conclusion  of  the  addreas  made 
It  evident  th.it  th«'  wordx  of  the 
npokeHiiiuii  froni  the  Orient  had  gone 
home. 

"Uefore  the  war,"  said  tha  Consul, 
"China  knew  littlo  or  Canada,  bollav. 
inc  It  to  bo  tho  homo  of  rod  mon.  It 
found  dnrlnv  tho  war  that  Canadians 
weriB  red'bloodod  man.  Tho  Cana- 
dians, on  tho  other  hand,  Icnow  little 
of  China,  and  thererore  lose  many 
opportunltlen.  They  compare  unor- 
.  iiiized,  peaceful  China  with  Jap.ui." 

Mr.  Yip  told  of  the  fiictorM  which 
lire\ ont».(l  r.-ipid  juoRrt'H.s  in  China, 
lie  referred  to  the  very  old  system  of 
education  which  had  moulded  the 
minds  of  the  Chlnoso.  "It  dovelopod 
tho  individual."  ho  aald.  "It  dovoloped 
the  family  aptrlt  inatead  of  thO|  na- 
tional spirit. 

"In  (.'hinii  liavp  no  strong  mili- 
tary party  at  tlie  top,  after  the  fuBhion 
of  Japan  and  other  countrleH,  hut  in 
democratic  China  progress  niunt  come 
from  the  bottom  up  Instead  of  from 
t  ho  fp  down,  and  |t  oomoa  alowly. " 

Tho  apoakor  touched  upon  tho  hnce 
area  of  China  with  ita  lack  of  trans- 

l>ortatlon. 

During  th»>  I;iMt  twenty  years  there 
hiid  hecn  phenomenal  development 
In  ("hina,  he  continued.  It  showed 
little  on  the  aurfaoe,  but  spoke  yol- 
umas  for  tho  future. 

Old  SyHtem  Cnnf 
The  old  PNHtom  of  cdiUM'lon  liad 
been  aholished.  Whlh^  formeilv  Mtn- 
dents  had  to  memorize  from  tliree  to 
four  thousand  rh.-iraoters  tiefore  com- 
mencing to  learn  grammar,  now  a 
phonetic  system  had  t>ooa  adopted 
with  SS  letters. 

China  had  ohanged  from  a  most 
aboeluta  monarehy  to  the  most  demo- 
era'tlo  ayetom  with  .  Uttle  bloodahed. 
This  had  been  possible  owing  to  the 
factn  that  for  a  long  time  the  Chinese 
had  heen  inrulcat%«<l  with  demo«Tatli- 
princlplea.  In  i'hlna.  said  the  »peai<- 
er.  there  were  no  <a.-<tes.  The  t^hlnese 
e8t(emed  i  l<  hrs  \fi\  little,  lookini; 
rather  to  li-.iriiinn  li  wah  (lie  an\hi- 
tion  of  Chinese  scholars  to  live  in  the 
slums  and  to  raise  the  standard  of  the 
people  living  there.  They  did  not 
adopt  the  western  rystem  of  living 
apart  by  .themselves  and  "lottlne  the 
poor  STO  to  the  dofs."  , 
Tho  plaeo  of  tha  proaa  ta  tho  preg- 
reaa  of  China  waa  dwelt  upon.  Some 
for«y  years  ago  there  were  only  two 
papers  in  the  whole  of  China,  while 
today  there  were  luiblications  being 
iflsued  in  all  parl.<<.  f'ublio  opinion 
had  l)een  Rre.itly  Influenced  by  the 
l>res8  and  had  caufed  the  growtli  of 
I  national  spirit. 

Opinm  TraiBc 

The  most  Important  change  In  the 
modern  development  of  China,  said 
Mr^  Tip,  was  the  decision  to  get  rid 

of  the  opium  evil.  This  rampalrrn  wan 
being  carried  on  In  spite  of  the  lack 

of  central  irovernmont  and  in  aplto  Of 

certain  liifere«f-- 

"I  wan  .'ipi>'  'I  1  inenib'r  of  the 
oplmn  Huppi '  <.>-ioii  Committee  Ave 
year«i  ago.  and  I  ordered  two  farmers 
to  be  executed,"  said  the  Conaul. 
"They  wfre  growing  poppies,  from 
which  opium  la  ohtainod.  I  don't 
know  how  many  osocutloaa  have  boon 
carried  out,  but  porseaalljr  I'm 
responsible  for  two." 

The  speaker  pointed  out  that  al 
thouRh  China  was  In  a  poor  flinnrlai 
«ltii.itioti,  sflll  she  did  not  hesitate  to 
burn  plle>i  of  comtly  opiunj  in  order 
tr>  ntaniii  out  lh>>  evil.  "We  are  not 
like  the  polire  in  •ome  places,  who 
c.piiflsi  ite  druK.s  and  tho  public  iloes 
not  know  where  they  go  to,"  he  add- 
ed. He  called  upon  Canadians  to 
agitate  for  the  afanttlns  off  of  the 
source  of  the  druas  and  apparatua. 
statins  thai  China  did  not  mannfac- 
ture  olther. 

"About  Faco!  " 

With  the  drug  evil  gone  China 
wo XI Id  he  better  able  both  morally 
and  physically  to  make  frlanda  and 
extend  trade.  Rallwajra  had  to  t>e 
built  and  Indttstrloo  bnUt  up.  "Com- 
(>etltion  la  froo  to  all:  flrat  come,  flrst 
served,"  said  Ifr.  Tip.  "The  nearest 
<  ountry  has  the  boat  chance.  Capt. 
I>ol|.-ir  («iy«  there  Is  a  place  for  e\ery- 
one  In  China  I  sn\-  there  is  n  pi. ire 
for  everythin;^  In  ("hln.a  Whaleicr 
vou  suppi'-  m-c  t.ike.  They  say  Vic 
toriu  i«  the  i..ii-k  'loni  of  Canada.  I 
say.  'About  face!'  Victoria  la  the 
front  door  to  the  Paciflc  " 

The  Consul  urged  the  busineas  men 
of  British  Columbia  to  deal  with 
China  direct.  "Do  not  allow  other 
countrloa  to  act  as  mlddlomon."  ho 
said,  "for  It  ia  tho  middlemen  who 
nmke  tho  bletoat  proflu."  He  pointed 
out  that  Canada  wm  pstUnr  Chineae 
silk  marked  aa  eomtrie  from  other 
countries,  while  China  was  getting 
Canadian  silk  marked  as  coming  from 
somewhere  else. 

Possibly  fh^re  were  some  profiteers 
among  the  chineee.  admitted  Mr.  Tip. 
but  he  clalnied  that  came  through 
contact  with  Western  peoples.  "Be 
reaaenabla.  Mako  oaongh  proAt.  and 
lot  othora  tef*  o*«io  also."  doelared 
the  apoakor,  aftor  yolaflne  out  that 
lowo^  pHesa  kad  boasi  aoourod  fMm 
ReaUlo  on  eortaln  matorfala  than 
could  ba  oecnred  la  British  Colambla.

And  whereas  rigid  oeonomy  le  ab- 
solutely essential  in  this  period  of  re- 
construction; 

And  whereas  tUe  crying  peed  of 
better  lio'pital  facilities,  and  the  ap- 
peal  of  niuaiclpalitles  for  financial 
assistance  has  been  Ignored  on  the 
Idea  that  the  Provincial  treaaury 
could  not  stand  It:
